NCE DEMANDED
FOR 1'7,060 FIREMEN

Clevelind, Aug. 17,—A 35 to 65 per

cent inerease in wages s demanded for

HIT,000 diremen and hostlers on rail-
roads in the United States and Canada
in a wage seale adopted before ad-
Journment today by 300 general chair-
men of the Brotherhood of  Locomo-
tive Firemen and Enginemen, in ses-
sion here sinee Tuesday.

Another demand to be presented to
the director general of railronds is
that all coal burning locomotives in
road service weighing 200,000 pounds
and over shall be equipped with me-
chanical stokers and that two firemen
shall be employed on all such locomo-
tive suntil they are so equipped.

About half of the 80,000 engines in
the United States will come under this
proposal, only about 5,000 of which
arz equipped with mechanieal stokers
al present,

In aceepting the report of the wape
cemmittee, appointed at the opening
session last Tuesday, and which only
completed and  presented its report
Saturday morning, discussion of which
took up yvesterday's and todav's con-
ference, some modifieations were made
but the report was adopted in the main
part, The more important sections of
the report follow:

Many Points of Demand,

Rates of pay for fivemen and help-
ers in passenger service, $6.50 per day
of 100 miles or less, exeept when mal-
let engines are used, when $7.20 shall
be paid.

Overtime in passenger service will
be computed on the present basis at a
speed of twenty miles an hour.

In freight service on o engines
weighings less than 200,000 pounds fire
men shall be paid $6.50 and on engines
weighing over 200,000 poumnds  $6.80
per day of 100 miles or less; overtime
to be computed on present basis  at a
speed of twelve and one-half miles per
hour,

Firemen and helpers cmployed  in
local or woy freicht nixed
traing, mine runs and other serviee
shall be paid a minimum of lifty cents
per hundred miles o less in addition
to the threugh freight rates,

IPiremen  emnloyed on all other
trains in unclassified service shall be
paid through freight rates according

Pivemen emploved on v oullet en-
gines, in 2!l serviee except yard ser-
vice, shall he paid £7.29 per day
for 100 miles or less,

Firemen and helpers employed in
vard service shall he  paid $6.50 per
day of eigiit hours or less, exeepl
when mallet engines are used, when
rate of $6.20 shall be paid.
